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Payroll tax hike to hit 120 million families 


■ 77 percent of households will see rate go up

WASHINGTON - Despite what 
you’ve heard about Washington’s 
11th hour heroics to keep your 
taxes from increasing, well — 
they’re going up. 

They’ve done it already. You’ll 
see it in your next paycheck. 

Even as Congress and the 
White House officials struck a 


short-term deal to avert finan¬ 
cial disaster by keeping income 
tax increases and spending cuts 
from taking effect, lawmakers si¬ 
lently allowed payroll taxes for 
120 million working American 
families to jump 2 percentage 
points, beginning this month. 

That hike will hit nearly 77 


percent of American households, 
beginning Jan. 1 and costing 
families an extra $942 on aver¬ 
age per year, even as the dicey 
economy has many workers liv¬ 
ing paycheck to paycheck. 

Experts also expect the econo¬ 
my to suffer because consumers, 
the main drivers of the economic 


recovery, will have less money 
to spend. 

For a family earning $50,000 
annually, the tax hike trans¬ 
lates to $20 a week less in take- 
home pay, said Joe Rosenberg, 
a research associate at the Tax 
Policy Center, a nonpartisan 
Washington think tank. 


“That doesn’t sound like a 
huge sum of money,” he said. 
“But for a lot of households, it’s 
a significant amount.” 

As lawmakers worked to avert 
the fiscal cliff, neither party 
made an effort to prevent the 
payroll taxes from rising. 

On Tuesday, the House passed 
a short-term deal that extends

Bill would abolish Kentucky’s death penalty

FRANKFORT- A central Kentucky 
Democrat will be pushing legisla¬ 
tion in the upcoming session that 
would abolish the death penalty 
in Kentucky. 

Democratic state Rep. Carl Rol¬ 
lins of Midway drafted a measure 
that would make Kentucky’s stiff- 


est sentence life in prison without 
the possibility of parole. The Rol¬ 
lins bill calls for the term “capital 
punishment” to be stricken alto¬ 
gether from state law. 

Similar legislation has been in¬ 
troduced intermittently in Ken¬ 
tucky over the past 25 years, but 
has never garnered enough sup¬ 
port to pass. 

The Rev. Patrick Delahanty, 


chairman of the Kentucky Co¬ 
alition To Abolish The Death 
Penalty, said he’s heartened that 
Rollins already posted the bill 
last week and it’s ready to be filed 
when lawmakers convene on Jan. 
8. Delahanty, a Catholic priest, 
said he senses growing support 
for the measure. 

“There are people more and 
more concerned about... the pos¬ 


sibility of executing an innocent 
person,” Delahanty said. “There’s 
just a great deal of distrust in that 
system now.” 

Activists delivered more than 
1,500 postcards to Gov. Steve Bes- 
hear in December asking that he 
sign no more death warrants and 
that he work to abolish the death

Drought-busting snow would be extraordinary

ST. LOUIS - When his drought-stricken 
Nebraska farm was blanketed with sev¬ 
eral inches of snow, Tom Schwarz wel¬ 
comed the moisture. But it wasn’t nearly 
enough. 

He had hoped for a wet, snowy winter. 
Instead, he’s watched with worry as the 
sky spits mostly flakes that don’t stick. 

“I just shudder to think what it’s go¬ 
ing to be if we don’t get snow,” Schwarz 
said. “A friend told me it would take 150 


inches of snow to get us back to normal 
precipitation.” 

Despite getting some big storms last 
month, much of the U.S. is still desper¬ 
ate for relief from the nation’s longest dry 
spell in decades. And experts say it will 
take an absurd amount of snow to ease the 
woes of farmers and ranchers. 

The same fears haunt firefighters, wa¬ 
ter utilities and many communities across 
the country. 

Winter storms have dropped more

Americans 
gain with 
little pain 
in cliff deal

WASHINGTON - Congress’ 
hectic resolution of the 
“fiscal cliff” crisis is the 
latest in a long series of 
decisions by lawmakers 
and the White House to do 
less than promised — and 
to ask Americans for little 
sacrifice — in confronting 
the nation’s burgeoning 
debt. 

The deal will generate 
$600 billion in new reve¬ 
nue over 10 years, less than 
half the amount President 
Barack Obama first called 
for. It will raise income tax 
rates only on the very rich, 
despite Obama’s campaign 
for broader increases. 

It puts off the toughest 
decisions about spending 
cuts for military and do¬ 
mestic programs, includ¬ 
ing Medicare and Social 
Security. And it does noth¬ 
ing to mitigate the looming 
partisan showdown on the 
debt ceiling, which must 
rise soon to avoid default 
on U.S. loans. 

In short, the deal 
reached between Obama 
and congressional Re¬ 
publicans continues to let 
Americans enjoy relatively 
high levels of government 
service at low levels of 
taxation. The only way 
that’s possible, of course, is 
through heavy borrowing, 
which future generations 
will inherit. 

While Americans wide¬ 
ly denounce the mounting 
debt, not so many embrace 
cuts to costly programs 
like Social Security. And 
most want tax increases 
to hit someone other than 
themselves. 

“This is another ‘kick 
the can down the road’ 
event,” said William Gale, 
co-director of the nonpar¬ 
tisan Tax Policy Center 
and a former Republican 
White House adviser. “It 
is a huge missed opportu¬ 
nity.”

‘Tennessee Waltz’ singer Patti Page dies

NASHVILLE - Unforgetta¬ 
ble songs like “Tennessee 
Waltz” and “(How Much Is 
That) Doggie in the Win¬ 
dow?” made Patti Page the 
best-selling female singer 
of the 1950s and a star who 
would spend much of the 
rest of her life traveling the 
world. 

When unspecified 
health problems finally 
stopped her decades of 
touring, though, Page 
wrote a sad-but-resolute 
letter to her fans late last 
year about the change. 

“Although I feel I still 
have the voice God gave 
me, physical impairments 
are preventing me from us¬ 
ing that voice as I had for so 
many years,” Page wrote. 
“It is only He who knows 
what the future holds.” 

Page died on New Year’s 


Day in Encinitas, Calif., 
according to publicist 
Schatzi Hageman, ending 
one of pop music’s most di¬ 
verse careers. She was 85 
and just five weeks away 
from being honored at the 
Grammy Awards with a 
Lifetime Achievement 
Award from The Record¬ 
ing Academy. 

Page achieved sev¬ 
eral career milestones in 
American pop culture, 
but she’ll be remembered 
for indelible hits that 
crossed the artificial cat¬ 
egorizations of music and 
remained atop the charts 
for months to reach a truly 
national audience. 

“Tennessee Waltz” 
scored the rare achieve¬ 
ment of reaching No. 1 on 
the pop, country and R&B 
charts simultaneously and 
was officially adopted as 
one of two official songs 
by the state of Tennessee.

Its reach was so powerful, 
six other artists reached 
the charts the following 
year with covers. 

Two other hits, “I Went 
To Your Wedding” and 
“Doggie in the Window,” 
which had a second life 
for decades as a children’s 
song, each spent more than 


two months at No. 1. Oth¬ 
er hits included “Mockin’ 
Bird Hill,” “Hush, Hush, 
Sweet Charlotte,” and “Al¬ 
legheny Moon.” 

Page never kept track, 
but was told late in life that 
she’d recorded more than 
1,000 songs. 

She was popular in pop 
music and country and 
became the first singer 
to have television pro¬ 
grams on all three major 
networks, including “The 
Patti Page Show” on ABC. 
In films, Page co-starred 
with Burt Lancaster in his 
Oscar-winning character¬ 
ization of “Elmer Gantry,” 
and she appeared in “Boy’s 
Night Out” with James 
Garner and Kim Novak. 

Her death came just a 
few days after the conclu¬ 
sion of the run of “Flipside: 
The Patti Page Story,” an 
off-Broadway musical 
commemorating her life.

Wildlife officials may halt shooting of wild elk

STONEY FORK, Ky. - Marauding 
elk had been trampling gardens, 
grazing on lawns and causing car 
crashes on the twisting country 
road that winds its way through 
Stoney Fork. 

No more. 

Folks here got fed up and, with 
the approval of wildlife officials, 
started shooting the cow-sized 
animals that have multiplied by 
the thousands throughout Ken¬ 


tucky’s mountain region over the 
past 15 years. 

Now, wildlife officials will 
consider a cease fire. 

It’s a move that residents op¬ 
pose, for fear that the elk will 
move back into their neighbor¬ 
hoods. 

“We had a problem, and the fix 
is working,” said Judge-Execu¬ 
tive Albey Brock, the top elected 
official in Bell County. “I hope 
they wouldn’t suspend some¬ 
thing that’s working, because, on 


my end, it’s a public safety issue.” 

Brock said no elk have been 
struck by vehicles in recent 
months, which he sees as proof 
that allowing local residents to 
shoot them has made the com¬ 
munity safer. 

“When you’re doing some¬ 
thing that’s working, why would 
you change that?” Brock asked. 

Elk had disappeared from 
Kentucky around the time of 
the Civil War, mainly because 
of overhunting. Wildlife manag¬ 


ers began reintroducing them in 
1997 from several western states 
in what was heralded as an im¬ 
portant ecology and tourism 
program. 

A group of about 1,500 elk re¬ 
leased into the mountains has 
now grown to more than 10,000. 

It’s the danger they pose to 
motorists that has residents 
fearful. 

Records from the Department 
of Fish and Wildlife Resources 
show that more than 100 elk have 


been killed in collisions with ve¬ 
hicles since 2005. 

Pickup trucks have been 
flipped upside down in colli¬ 
sions. In one instance, a bull elk 
crashed through a windshield 
and ended up in the front seat of 
a Geo Metro. 

The driver, Melissa Jones, 
escaped with only cuts and 
bruises. She now is one of the 
people calling for the ani¬ 
mals’ removal from the com¬ 
munity. 


Indiana cited 
for treatment 
of mentally 
ill inmates

INDIANAPOLIS - Indiana 
has been “deliberately in¬ 
different” to the plight of 
mentally ill inmates in its 
state prisons, who amount 
to nearly a quarter of the 
system’s population, a fed¬ 
eral judge has ruled. 

U.S. District Judge 
Tanya Walton Pratt ruled 
that the Indiana Depart¬ 
ment of Correction vio¬ 
lated mentally ill prison¬ 
ers’ constitutional right 
against cruel and unusual 
punishment by keeping 
them separate from other 
inmates and failing to pro¬ 
vide them with adequate 
treatment. 

“The Court finds that 
mentally ill prisoners 
within the IDOC segrega¬ 
tion units are not receiving 
minimally adequate men¬ 
tal health care in terms of 
scope, intensity, and du¬ 
ration and the IDOC has 
been deliberately indiffer¬ 
ent,” Pratt wrote. 

Pratt did not mandate 
a remedy in her ruling 
Monday. Lawyers for 
both sides are supposed 
to meet within 45 days to 
discuss how to correct the 
problem. 

The Department of 
Correction referred com¬ 
ment to the Indiana attor¬ 
ney general’s office, which 
represented the state. 


Futile effort

Judge schedules clinic 
suit settlement talks 

LOUISVILLE- A federal judge in Ken¬ 
tucky has scheduled settlement talks 
in a lawsuit charging an anti-abor¬ 
tion protester with illegally grabbing 
and pushing a volunteer escort out¬ 
side a women’s health clinic. 

U.S. Magistrate Judge Dave 
Whalin set the talks for 1 p.m. EDT 
Monday at the federal courthouse 
in Louisville between the U.S. At¬ 
torney General’s Office and lawyers 
for David Hamilton. 

The federal government accused 
Hamilton of violating the Freedom 
of Access to Clinic Entrances Act 
on Jan. 30, 2010, outside the EMW 
Women’s Surgical Center in Louis¬ 
ville. 

Federal attorneys are seeking an 
order prohibiting Hamilton from get¬ 
ting within 8 feet of anyone obtain¬ 
ing or providing reproductive health 
services and from being within 100 


feet of the entrance to the center. 
They also want a $15,000 penalty. 

Hamilton has denied the allega¬ 
tions. 

Police to monitor site 
where teens were shot 

LEXINGTON - Lexington police say 
they plan to monitor the site where 
two teens were shot on New Year’s 
Eve in an effort to prevent further 
violence at the spot. 

Police Lt. Chris Young told the 
Lexington Herald-Leader officers 
who normally patrol the area around 
the Village Drive shopping center 
would monitor the site more vigi¬ 
lantly. He said police wanted to stop 
any potential violence that could re¬ 
sult due to the shooting. 

Young said a 15-year-old and a 
16-year-old were shot during a dis¬ 
pute that happened at a party. 

Lt. David Biroschik said both 
teens were treated at the University 
of Kentucky hospital and were ex¬ 


pected to recover. No arrests have 
been made. 

Illinois town’s teen 
tanning ban begins 

SPRINGFIELD, III. - A Springfield ordi¬ 
nance that bans people under 18 from 
commercial tanning beds went into 
effect Tuesday. 

The (Springfield) State Journal- 
Register reports that aldermen ap¬ 
prove the ban in October. The young 
people can’t tan, even if their parents 
say it’s OK. The ordinance doesn’t 
apply to spray tans or tanning beds 
at private residences. 

Springfield’s proposal was spon¬ 
sored by Alderman Sam Cahnman. 
He says he’ll send a copy of the or¬ 
dinance to all tanning businesses to 
remind them of the ban. 

State law bans children under 14 
from tanning at salons and requires 
parental consent for 14- to 17-year-olds.

Tragedies of 2012 
leave disappointing, 
lasting impressions 

Our mothers taught us you only get one chance 
to make a first impression, but when it comes to 
the impression an old year leaves, 2012 may be re¬ 
membered for its last. If you consider the tail end of 
the year as that last impression, a collective “Good 
riddance” could be uttered to 2012. 

Any good news of the previous year became 
instantaneously overshadowed by the sadness in¬ 
flicted upon Newtown, Conn., and the rest of the 
country, as the unimaginable happened. 

Twenty first- 
graders and six 
of their beloved 
educators were 
gunned down in 
an elementary 
school on the 
brink of Christ¬ 
mas break. How 
could we possi¬ 
bly celebrate the 
childlike joy of the holidays when a town buries its 
youngest celebrants? 

Many years will pass before the mere thought of 
Dec. 14,2012, doesn’t stop the heart in mid-beep. 

The shootings at Sandy Hook Elementary School 
capped off a string of mass shootings experienced 
in 2012, including the summer massacre in an Au¬ 
rora, Colo., theater, as Batman enthusiasts settled 
in for a midnight premiere. Each shooting seemed 
to eclipse the last. 

Could 2012 be the year the discussion on gun 
control actually solves something? Or will Sandy 
Hook be swept away with last night’s confetti? 

Another Sandy brought heartache upon millions, 
as one of the most devastating hurricanes in recent 
history wiped out the shorelines in New York and 
New Jersey and slammed the region with $71 bil¬ 
lion in damages. 

Families and businesses continue to pick up the 
pieces, hoping 2013 is more forgiving. 

And in the waning hours of 2012, we witness 
the utter dysfunction of government, as our lead¬ 
ers went to the brink of fiscal failure, seemingly 
refusing to put country before politics. A deal to 
prevent us from going over the “fiscal cliff” was 
finally reached, but this should have been solved 
months ago. 

The events of the past few months would have 
us tossing 2012 in a heap of disappointments, if we 
merely reflect on the end. 

Our mothers also taught us to look for the silver 
lining in even the darkest clouds. 

The year 2012 did give us reasons to celebrate. 

Unemployment dipped below 8 percent, giving 
us hope for a rebound. 

Science triumphed when the Mars rover Curios¬ 
ity sent back photos from a foreign and mysterious 
planet. 

The world put aside its differences during a vi¬ 
brant and peaceful fortnight of athletic competition 
at the London Olympics. 

The November election displayed the bloodless 
transfer of power that is democracy — even though 
we felt rather bruised and battered by the process. 

There was good news in 2012, but we’re hard- 
pressed to recall many more instances. The won¬ 
der of a New Year is its potential, the promise that 
things will get better. 

After 2012, we can only hope for a happier year.

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Today’s GOP needs recasting, reform 


It was as if a door had 
slowly creaked open and, 
from somewhere down 
below in the Capitol crypt, 
they brought up a tar¬ 
nished old brass placard 
from the Cold War era, 
hung it beneath the big 
dome — and began doing 
business in 2012 as a joint 
committee on Un-Ameri¬ 
can Activities. 

With one exception: 
Instead of investigating 
perceived un-American 
activities, the senators and 
representatives of 2012 be¬ 
gan committing them. 

Sadly, there just is no 
other way to describe what 
the 112th Congress did 
to the American people 
throughout 2012. Faced 
with an economy that was 
struggling to recover from 
the Great Recession — the 
worst recession since the 
Great Depression — the 
senators and representa¬ 
tives willfully sent all the 
wrong signals and did all 
the wrong things. 

First, they decided the 
only way they could be 
trusted to do the right 
thing to curb America’s 
growing debt was to cre¬ 
ate, for the first time ever, 
a “fiscal cliff” — with man¬ 
datory budget cuts so mas¬ 
sive no Congress would 
dare let it happen. 

Then they spent most 



of 2012 sending signals to 
global markets, govern¬ 
ment agencies, and com¬ 
panies large and small that 
this Congress just might 
let it happen. Ideologues 
insisted they’d rather push 
America off the cliff rather 
than compromise one ide¬ 
ological iota. 

The result: The uncer¬ 
tainty they created set off 
a predictable chain-reac¬ 
tion. Washington got so 
caught up in its campaign 
name-calling that it set off 
a chain reaction of bud¬ 
getary fear, and caution 
slowed America’s recovery 
and hurt most those most 
needing help. 

Belatedly, we can con¬ 
nect the econo-dots: 
Federal departments 
and agencies, concerned 
about prospective cuts, 
froze new hiring. That led 
federal contractors (huge, 
middle-sized and small) to 
freeze hiring. Meanwhile, 
state and local govern¬ 
ments froze hiring. So did 
their contractors, large 


and small. All of which 
explains why the markets 
alternately trembled and 
panicked. 

Looking back, there was 
nothing President Barack 
Obama and the Repub¬ 
licans agreed to in the 
final weeks, days, hours 
and minutes of 2012 that 
couldn’t have been pro¬ 
posed, debated, amended 
and enacted half a year 
ago. Even though every¬ 
one knows that in election 
years the in-party pops 
corks at every economic 
uptick and the out-party 
privately rejoices at every 
downtick. 

But 2012 was destined 
to be a special case — as 
we learned after an unusu¬ 
ally public declaration of 
the sort of hardball politics 
that is usually kept behind 
closed doors. Two days af¬ 
ter Republicans gained in 
the 2010 elections, Senate 
Minority Leader Mitch 
McConnell, R-Ky., de¬ 
clared: “Our top political 
priority over the next two 
years should be to deny 
President Obama a second 
term.” 

Well, that old dog didn’t 
hunt. Even though Repub¬ 
licans did little to help 
America achieve econom¬ 
ic successes Obama could 
claim credit for in his cam¬ 
paign. Bizarrely, Republi¬ 


cans defined themselves 
as the party determined 
to protect low tax rates for 
millionaires, while Obama 
championed efforts to ex¬ 
tend middle class tax rates 
that were due to expire at 
the end of 2012. 

But media watchdogs 
did Republicans an unin¬ 
tended favor by not inves¬ 
tigating and calculating 
the number of jobs that 
were frozen in 2012 due to 
the uncertainty posed by 
the pending fiscal cliff. 

The total numbers of 
jobs that were once-bud¬ 
geted but remained un¬ 
filled in 2012 would have 
been the final, paint-by- 
the-numbers big picture 
of what today’s flounder¬ 
ing Republican Party has 
done to — rather than for 
— the American middle 
class. 

This is, after all, the 
same middle class Ron¬ 
ald Reagan appealed to 
so extraordinarily, not so 
long ago. Viewed through 
Reaganesque lenses, the 
party Reagan once revi¬ 
talized now seems sadly 
and even unpatriotically 
out of touch with the aspi¬ 
rations of its middle class 
true-believers. 

Today’s GOP, once 
grand, is now mainly just 
old. And much in need of 
re-casting and reform. 


Kerry nomination emblematic of problems in 2013 


Since the voters thought 
Mitt Romney could not 
save us from the fix we’re 
in, who’s going to do it? 
The fiscal cliff is just one of 
many cliffs that has threat¬ 
ened us with a mighty 
tumble over its edge, and 
Congress is more nearly 
the sneak who trips you 
than the guide who leads 
you to safety. 

Don’t meanwhile look 
for rescue from the White 
House amateur otherwise 
known as President Barack 
Obama. As an example of 
his helpfulness, this New 
Year arrives with five new 
Obamacare taxes that will 
add painfully to health 
costs and otherwise bol¬ 
lix up our lives. 

Then there’s this trick 
of nominating Sen. John 
Kerry as secretary of state, 
and yes, that would be the 
same John Kerry who re¬ 
turned from the Vietnam 
War saying our soldiers 
were war criminals. He 
also lied about being in 
Cambodia one Christmas 
during that war and asso¬ 
ciated with a radical veter¬ 
ans group that on one oc¬ 
casion voted on whether to 
assassinate U.S. senators it 
didn’t like. 

Remember how, dur¬ 



ing his 2004 campaign 
for president, he wanted 
to risk American lives by 
having a U.S.-led peace¬ 
keeping force save Haiti’s 
dictatorial president from 
rebels because he had got¬ 
ten into office through a 
vote of the people? 

Well, Adolf Hitler also 
got into office by a vote 
of the people, one proof 
among thousands that the 
fact of being elected only 
proves you can fool some of 
the people some of the time. 

A horror of many liber¬ 
als during that campaign 
was how Kerry, strutting 
about as a war hero, was 
denigrated by veterans of 
Vietnam Swift Boat opera¬ 
tions as pretty much a joke 
of a soldier. The group’s 
denunciations seem to 
have been overwrought 
on some (though not all) 
particulars, but its TV ads 
were a mewing kitty cat 
next to the 2012 TV ads 


depicting the morally sol¬ 
id Romney as something 
close to a murderer. Where 
was liberal angst this time 
around? 

Maybe Kerry as secre¬ 
tary of state would actu¬ 
ally get to Cambodia some 
Christmas, but my firmer 
conviction is that he would 
trot elsewhere around the 
world making a clown of 
himself and hurting our na¬ 
tion. Senators pretty much 
give their Cabinet approval 
to other senators, and my 
guess is he will get okayed. 

But this country will 
continue to be something 
other than OK as long as 
we depend on Washington 
politicians whose failings 
could be listed in nothing 
less than the equivalent of 
the 356,000-page U.S. code 
of laws and regulations. 

All of which brings 
me to the states. Maybe 
that’s our way out of at 
least some of the mess we 
are in. Wisconsin, under 
a Republican governor, 
took on public unions and 
did get some meaning¬ 
ful measures through the 
legislature. More recently, 
Michigan voted for right to 
work laws, meaning that 
unions cannot use the co¬ 
ercive powers of govern¬ 


ment to keep them in busi¬ 
ness while simultaneously 
robbing workers of their 
rights and the economy of 
thriving businesses. 

There’s a great, large 
fiction in this nation of 
how unions have forever 
been the friend of workers 
when, in fact, there have 
been all kinds of instances 
of anti-worker thuggery, 
theft and economic may¬ 
hem at the hands of orga¬ 
nized labor. The good and 
the bad have been mixed 
for years, even to the point 
of unions being a major 
factor in the shutting down 
of businesses. A real issue 
is not just high wages vs. 
low wages, but decent 
wages vs. no wages. 

The problem for the 
states, of course, is that 
their constitutionally 
promised dual sover¬ 
eignty with the federal 
government hasn’t been 
respected and that some 
of them, such as Califor¬ 
nia, are victims of politics 
as bad as what you find in 
Washington. In the end, 
both nationally and in 
D.C., a wised up electorate 
will have to make the dif¬ 
ference, and maybe, when 
things get bad enough, that 
will happen.

“It was a very positive 
meeting,” King said, add¬ 
ing that Boehner, R-Ohio, 
assured the lawmakers

It agreed 
not to sue in accepting the 
sanctions, which were im¬ 
posed in July after an in¬ 
vestigation found that foot¬ 
ball coach Joe Paterno and 
other top officials hushed 
up sexual-abuse allegations 
against Sandusky, a former 
member of Paterno’s staff, 
for more than a decade for 
fear of bad publicity.

WASHINGTON - Secretary 
of State Hillary Rodham 
Clinton was released 
from a New York hospital 
Wednesday, three days 
after doctors discovered a 
blood clot in her head. 

Clinton’s medical team 
advised her Wednesday 
evening that she was mak¬ 
ing good progress on all 
fronts and said they are 
confident she will fully re¬ 
cover, said Clinton spokes¬ 
man Philippe Reines. 

Doctors had been treat¬ 
ing Clinton with blood 
thinners to dissolve a clot 
in a vein that runs through 
the space between the 
brain and the skull behind 
the right ear. 

“She’s eager to get back 
to the office,” Reines said 
in a statement, adding that 
the secretary and her fam¬ 
ily are grateful for the ex¬ 
cellent care she received 
at New York-Presbyterian 
Hospital. 

Reines said details of 
when Clinton will return 
to work will be clarified in 
the coming days. 

“Grateful my Mom dis¬ 
charged from the hospi¬ 
tal and is heading home,” 
the secretary’s daughter 
Chelsea wrote on Twitter. 
“Even more grateful her 
medical team (is) confi¬ 
dent she’ll make a full re¬ 
covery.” 

COLORADO 

Theater offends 
some victims’kin 

DENVER - Relatives of 
those killed at a Colorado 
movie theater rejected an 
invitation Wednesday to 
attend its planned reopen¬ 
ing, calling it a “disgusting 
offer” that came at a ter¬ 
rible time — right after the 
first Christmas without 
their loved ones. 

The parents, grandpar¬ 


ents, cousins and a widow 
of nine of the 12 people 
killed in the July shooting 
said they were asked to 
attend an “evening of re¬ 
membrance” followed by 
a movie when the Aurora 
theater reopens on Jan. 17. 

They released a letter 
sent to the theater’s owner, 
Cinemark, in which they 
criticized the Plano-based 
company for not previous¬ 
ly reaching out to them to 
offer condolences and re¬ 
fusing to meet with them 
without lawyers. 

“Our family members 
will never be on this 
earth with us again and 
a movie ticket and some 
token words from people 
who didn’t care enough 
to reach out to us, nor re¬ 
spond when we reached 
out to them to talk, is ap¬ 
palling,” the letter said. 

Cinemark had no imme¬ 
diate comment.

Mom: Son didn’t 
steal plane in crash 

JASPER- A teen pilot 
killed along with two 
friends in an Alabama 
plane crash had his own 
key to the aircraft and had 
flown it many times, his 
mother said Wednesday, 
denying authorities’ as¬ 
sertion that the plane had 
been taken without per¬ 
mission. 

Sherrie Smith said her 
son Jordan Smith, 17, was 
the one flying the plane 
that went down in the 
Alabama woods Tuesday 
night. 

The Federal Avia¬ 
tion Administration said 
the Piper PA 30 crashed 
less than a mile from the 
Walker County Airport in 
Jasper, which is northwest 
of Birmingham. 

Smith said the owner of 
the plane had let her son 
fly it many other times and 
had given him his own key.

American journalist 
missing since Nov. 

An American journalist 
has been missing in Syria 
since he was kidnapped 
more than one month ago, 
his family said Wednes¬ 
day, less than two years 
after he was held by gov¬ 
ernment forces in Libya 
while covering that coun¬ 
try’s civil war. 

The family of James 
Foley, of Rochester, N.H., 
said he was kidnapped 
in northwest Syria by 
unknown gunmen on 
Thanksgiving Day. 

Foley, 39, has worked in 
a number of conflict zones 
around the Middle East, 
including Syria, Libya and 
Iraq. He was contributing 
videos to Agence France- 
Press while in Syria. 

Foley’s disappearance 
highlights the risks to re¬ 
porters seeking to cover 
the civil war from inside 
Syria. 

IVORY COAST 

Tree trunks cause 
of deadly stampede 

ABIDJAN - Survivors of a 
stampede in Ivory Coast 
that killed 61 people, most 
of them children and teen¬ 
agers, after a New Year’s 
Eve fireworks display said 
Wednesday that make¬ 
shift barricades stopped 
them from moving along 
a main boulevard, causing 
the crush of people. 

Ivory Coast police said 
unknown people put tree 
trunks across the Bou¬ 
levard de la Republique 
where the trampling took 
place. 

“For security, because 
there were so many im¬ 
portant people at the event, 
we closed certain main 
streets,” said a police of¬ 
ficer who was overheard 
briefing Ivory Coast Presi¬ 
dent Alassane Outtara on 
the incident. The police 
officer said the tree trunks 


were put out unofficially by 
people who are not known. 

WEST BANK 

Bedouins ordered 
to leave by military 

KHIRBET AL-MEITEH-The Is- 

raeli military Wednesday 
ordered dozens of Pales¬ 
tinian Bedouins to leave 
their communities so it 
could conduct military 
exercises in a remote area 
of the West Bank. 

The military said the 
order was temporary, and 
that the Palestinians were 
living illegally in closed 
military zones. 

The Bedouins say they 
have lived in the area for 
decades. While the army 
has issued temporary 
evacuation orders in the 
past, Bedouins say they 
have increased in fre¬ 
quency, and they charge 
the practice is meant to 
pressure them to leave 
their homes. 

VENEZUELA 

Opposition insists 
on Chavez update 

CARACAS - Venezuela’s 
opposition demanded 
that the government re¬ 
veal specifics of President 
Hugo Chavez’s condition 
Wednesday, criticizing 
secrecy surrounding the 
ailing leader’s health more 
than three weeks after his 
cancer surgery in Cuba. 

Opposition coalition 
leader Ramon Guillermo 
Aveledo said at a news 
conference that the infor¬ 
mation provided by gov¬ 
ernment officials “contin¬ 
ues to be insufficient.” 

Chavez has not been 
seen or heard from since 
the Dec. 11 operation, and 
Vice President Nicolas 
Maduro on Tuesday said 
the president’s condition 
remained “delicate” due 
to complications from a 
respiratory infection.

U.N. puts Syrian war’s body 
count at upward of 60,000 


■ Death toll 
is higher in 
recent months

BEIRUT - The United 
Nations gave a grim new 
count Wednesday of the 
human cost of Syria’s civil 
war, saying the death toll 
has exceeded 60,000 in 21 
months — far higher than 
recent estimates by anti¬ 
regime activists. 

The day’s events illus¬ 
trated the escalating vio¬ 
lence that has made recent 
months the deadliest of the 
conflict: As rebels pressed 
a strategy of attacking air¬ 
ports and pushing the fight 
closer to President Bashar 
Assad’s stronghold in Da¬ 
mascus, the government 
responded with deadly 


airstrikes on restive areas 
around the capital. 

A missile from a fighter 
jet hit a gas station in the 
suburb of Mleiha, killing 
or wounding dozens of 
people who were trapped 
in burning piles of debris, 
activists said. 

Gruesome online video 
showed incinerated vic¬ 
tims — one still sitting 
astride a motorcycle — or 
bodies torn apart. 

“He’s burning! The guy 
is burning!” an off-camera 
voice screamed in one vid¬ 
eo over a flaming corpse. 

It was unclear if the gov¬ 
ernment had a military 
strategy for attacking the 
gas station. At least one of 
the wounded wore a mili¬ 
tary-style vest often used by 
rebel fighters. Human rights 
groups and anti-regime ac¬ 
tivists say Assad’s forces 
often make little effort to 
avoid civilian casualties 
when bombing rebel areas. 


Syria’s conflict began in 
March 2011 with protests 
calling for political change 
but has evolved into a full- 
scale civil war. 

As the rebels have grown 
more organized, seizing 
territory in the north and 
establishing footholds 
around Damascus, the gov¬ 
ernment has stepped up its 
use of airpower, launching 
daily airstrikes. 

The U.N.’s new count of 
more than 60,000 deaths 
since the start of the 
conflict is a third higher 
than recent estimates by 
anti-regime activists. One 
group, the Britain-based 
Syrian Observatory for 
Human Rights, says more 
than 45,000 people have 
been killed. 

“The number of ca¬ 
sualties is much higher 
than we expected, and is 
truly shocking,” U.N. High 
Commissioner for Human 
Rights Navi Pillay said. 


CAIRO - An Egyptian 
fact-finding mission deter¬ 
mined that Hosni Mubarak 
watched the uprising 
against him through a 
live TV feed at his palace, 
despite his denial that he 
knew the extent of the pro¬ 
tests and crackdown against 
them, a member of the mis¬ 
sion said Wednesday. 

The mission’s findings 
increase pressure for a 
retrial of the 84-year-old 
ousted president, who is al¬ 
ready serving a life sentence 
for the deaths of 900 pro¬ 
testers. But its report could 
hold both political gains and 
dangers for his successor, 
Mohammed Morsi. A new 
prosecution of Mubarak 
would be popular, since 
many Egyptians were an¬ 
gered that he was convicted 
only for failing to stop the 
killing of protesters. 

But the report also im¬ 
plicates the military and 
security officials in pro¬ 
tester deaths. Any move 
to prosecute them could 
spark a backlash from 
powerful officials in Mor- 
si’s government. 

Rights activists said 
they would watch careful¬ 
ly how aggressively Morsi 
pursues the evidence, 
detailed by a fact-finding 
mission he commissioned. 

“This report should be 
part of the democratic 
transformation of Egypt 
and restructuring of se¬ 
curity agencies,” Ahmed 
Ragheb, a member of the 
commission and a rights 
lawyer, told The Associ¬ 
ated Press. “At the end of 
the day, there will be no 
national reconciliation 
without revealing the 
truth, and ensuring ac¬ 
countability.”

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Woman takes gay marriage fight to Supreme Court

NEW YORK - At age 83, 
Edith Windsor gets plen¬ 
ty of compliments for her 
courage to take on the 
federal government in a 
landmark case that has 
put attitudes about gay 
America squarely before 
the Supreme Court. 

But the Philadelphia- 
born former IBM execu¬ 
tive scoffs at how much 
gumption was necessary 
to go to court at a time 
when societal views of gay 
relationships are shifting. 

“The world has pro¬ 
gressed,” Windsor says. 
“At the beginning of World 
War II, they really did 
think we had horns.” 

Windsor’s lawsuit in 
federal court in Manhat¬ 
tan is one of two that the 
Supreme Court agreed to 
take up Dec. 7 when it an¬ 
nounced it would hear ar¬ 
guments over California’s 
ban on same-sex unions 
and Windsor’s dispute 
about federal benefits for 
legally married gay cou¬ 
ples. 

“It’s very joyous,” Wind¬ 
sor said in a recent inter¬ 
view at her apartment 
on Fifth Avenue in lower 
Manhattan. “I feel like ev¬ 
erybody’s treating me like 
a hero. Everybody thinks it 
takes enormous courage.” 

It was a moment she 
could not fathom when 
her heart nearly gave out 
after the 2009 death of her 
spouse, Thea Clara Spyer, 
less than two years after 
their marriage in Canada. 

Windsor suffered an 
attack of stress cardiomy¬ 
opathy, also known as bro¬ 
ken heart syndrome, that 
was so bad that her heart 
stopped. 

“I was ready to go. I 
didn’t care,” she recalls. “I 
had a wonderful life.” 

Now, she’s found new 
reason to live. 

“I keep saying, ‘Keep 
me alive until after the Su¬ 
preme Court’ ” arguments 
in March, she said. “It’s a

very important case. It’s 
bigger than marriage, and 
I think marriage is major. 
I think if we win, the ef¬ 
fect will be the beginning 
of the end of stigma.” 

The court case was a 
simple set of facts. Wind¬ 
sor maintained that the 
federal government’s in¬ 
sistence in the Defense of 
Marriage Act that a mar¬ 
riage can be only defined 
as a relationship between 
a man and a woman meant 
she was not entitled to a 


marital deduction on Spy- 
er’s estate. 

That meant, she said, 
that she owed $363,053 in 
taxes that she would not 
have to pay if the law did 
not unconstitutionally dis¬ 
criminate on the basis of 
sexual orientation. 

The threat of discrimi¬ 
nation was not new. Early 
in her life, she kept her 
sexuality from her fam¬ 
ily and friends, mindful of 
the dangers. Eventually, 
revelation of the truth 


brought sharp criticism 
from a sister. 

For a time, she was mar¬ 
ried to a man she consid¬ 
ered her hero after he left 
the Army just as she was 
about to enter college. But 
she told him she was gay, 
and they eventually di¬ 
vorced. 

In the early 1950s, she 
moved to New York City 
from Philadelphia and ob¬ 
tained a master’s degree 
in mathematics from New 
York University in 1957. 
She then joined IBM and 
worked for 16 years in se¬ 
nior technical and man¬ 
agement positions. 

In 1963, she met Spyer 
at a Greenwich Village 
restaurant known for its 
friendly attitude toward 
lesbians. Though they ar¬ 
rived with others, Spyer 
and Windsor were almost 
inseparable on the dance 
floor that night and by 
evening’s end, Windsor 
had danced a hole in her 
stockings. 

The dancing marathons 
continued sporadically 
over the next two years, 
usually when Spyer and 
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American Homespec 
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installation of appliances or 
water heaters for Lowe’s. 
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Windsor met by chance at 
parties and usually to the 
frustration of their dates. 

It was not until the 
spring of 1965 that they 
got together. Windsor sug¬ 
gested they date for a year 
and consider engagement 
for another year if that 
went well. 

And, as she said in an 
affidavit in her court case, 
Windsor told Spyer: “ And 
if it still feels this goofy 
joyous, I’d like us to spend 
the rest of our lives togeth¬ 
er.’ And we did.” 

The engagement 
stretched for 40 years. 

Spyer, worried an en¬ 
gagement ring would un¬ 
intentionally reveal Wind¬ 
sor’s sexual orientation to 
her IBM colleagues, gave 
her a circular diamond 
brooch she wears to this 
day. 

“Our choice not to wear 
traditional engagement 
rings was just one of many 
ways in which Thea and I 
had to mold our lives to 
make our relationship in¬ 
visible,” Windsor said in 
her affidavit. 

“We both faced pres¬ 


sures not only in the 
workplace and in society 
at large, but also from 
family and friends,” she 
added. “Like countless 
other same-sex couples, 
we engaged in a constant 
struggle to balance our 
love for one another and 
our desire to live openly 
and with dignity, on the 
one hand, with our fear of 
disapproval and discrimi¬ 
nation from others on the 
other.” 

In 1968, Spyer, a psy¬ 
chologist, and Windsor 
brought a small house 
together on New York’s 
Long Island and traveled 
frequently. 

They hosted parties 
where Spyer displayed 
her culinary skills and 
grew ever closer, a tight 
bond tested repeatedly af¬ 
ter Spyer was diagnosed in 
1977 at age 45 with multiple 
sclerosis. 

Windsor, who had heart 
trouble, said they went to 
Toronto to marry when 
they realized they might 
not live long enough to 
wait for New York to ap¬ 
prove same-sex marriages.

expiring income tax breaks for 
families earning below $450,000 
annually and gives lawmakers 
two more months to strike a deal 
on spending cuts before deep re¬ 
ductions kick in. 

An all-but-certain round of 
fighting is set to begin to deter¬ 
mine which federal programs 
will be slashed. Another fight 
looms over raising the debt ceil¬ 
ing, essentially the government’s 
self-imposed credit-card limit. 

In reaching an agreement this 
week, lawmakers said nothing 
about the increase in the payroll 
tax, which partly funds Social 
Security. Instead, they focused 
on the fiscal cliff’s impact on in¬ 


come taxes. 

The payroll levy had been 
reduced from 6.2 percent to 4.2 
percent since the Obama ad¬ 
ministration offered it in 2010 
to help kick-start the economy 
by providing workers with more 
take-home pay. 

The temporary measure was 
extended through last year, at 
an annual cost of $115 billion a 
year in lost funding to the Social 
Security Trust Fund. Now it will 
revert to 6.2 percent. 

Social Security’s financial 
health wasn’t affected by the 
payroll tax cut, because the lost 
revenue was ultimately paid for 
by the government’s general 
funds, Rosenberg said. 

The tax applies on an em¬ 
ployee’s first $113,700 of income, 
according to the Social Security 


Administration. Self-employed 
workers will similarly see pay¬ 
roll taxes increase by 2 percent¬ 
age points, from 10.4 percent to 
12.4 percent up to the same in¬ 
come limit. 

Despite vows by the White 
House and Democrats and Re¬ 
publicans in Congress to shield 
middle-class Americans from 
an added income tax burden, 
the payroll tax increase appar¬ 
ently was accepted by the duel¬ 
ing sides without fanfare. 

What’s notable is that the hike 
came despite Washington’s blus¬ 
ter about not raising taxes — on 
anyone, in the case of Republi¬ 
cans, or on the middle class, as 
has been Democrats’ rallying 
cry. But the sides were careful 
to specify income taxes as the 
object of their distaste. 


Economists and policy groups 
have, for months, been arguing 
the merits of extending the re¬ 
duced payroll tax. However, it 
fell on deaf ears. There is little 
evidence House Republicans or 
the White House championed an 
extension. Why didn’t the White 
House contest the increase? In 
short, the politics didn’t work. 
Democrats for years have pre¬ 
ferred tax breaks more con¬ 
centrated on helping the poor, 
Rosenberg said. Also, even 
though the tax break was paid 
for by general government rev¬ 
enue, the program still appeared 
— to many — to be depleting So¬ 
cial Security’s coffers. 

The tax hike isn’t just a blow 
to working families. It will also 
be a shock to the economy. 
Economists have considered the 


payroll break one of the more ef¬ 
fective ways of stimulating the 
economy because, as working 
families enjoy larger take home 
pay, they have had more mon¬ 
ey to spend. That, in turn, has 
helped boost businesses’ bot¬ 
tom lines and spur the fragile 
economic recovery. 

But now, the opposite is ex¬ 
pected to happen. 

In an estimate to clients, Gold¬ 
man Sach’s chief economist Jan 
Hatzius said the payroll tax hike 
could shave 0.6 percent from the 
nation’s Gross Domestic Prod¬ 
uct. 

Rosenberg said he thinks it’s 
too early to tell exactly how 
much the higher payroll tax will 
hurt the economy, but he gener¬ 
ally agrees that there will be a 
negative effect. 


How Kentucky lawmakers voted on the cliff 


Kentucky Congressional delegation was 
split on the fiscal cliff legislation, but those 
representing the Tri-county area mostly 
voted against it. 

Senate Minority Leader Mitch McConnell 
voted for it, of course, since he helped 
negotiate the compromise. U.S. Sen. Rand 
Paul and U.S. Rep. Ed Whitfield voted 
against it. All three are Republicans. 

U.S. Rep. Hal Rogers was the only other 
Kentucky Republican to support it. 
McConnell’s press secretary, Robert 
Steurer, noted that without the compromise 
taxes on all Kentuckians would have gone 
up, and that the bill avoids that fate for 
about 99 percent of them. The bill raises 
income taxes only on those making more 
than $400,000, or $450,000 if a couple. 

He pointed out the bill also makes 
permanent policies on capital gains income, 
dividend income and the estate tax that 
Republicans had been unable to achieve 


when they controlled the White House and 
both levels of Congress. 

Whitfield said he voted against the 
legislation “because the bill did not include 
the meaningful spending reductions we 
need to control our exploding national debt. 
Once again, we find ourselves promising to 
reduce spending at some future date while 
raising taxes and hurting small businesses 
in the meantime. The time is now to start 
reducing our $16 trillion federal debt 
through spending cuts and comprehensive 
tax reform.” 

Paul’s office did not respond to a request 
for comment after the legislation passed, 
but while it was still in negotiation he 
issued a statement that said: “Sending 
more taxpayer dollars to Washington 
isn’t the solution to this situation; cutting 
wasteful government spending and enabling 
Americans to keep more of their own money 
is.”

“Going over the cliff 
would have put us on a bet¬ 
ter budget path,” Gale said. 

The fiscal cliff’s combi¬ 
nation of big tax increases 
and deep spending cuts 
would have provided ma¬ 
jor political leverage for 
both parties to achieve 
greater deficit reduction as 
they worked to ease some, 
but not all, of its bite. In 
fact, the whole point of the 
congressionally created 
cliff was to force the gov¬ 
ernment — which borrows 
about 40 cents of every 
dollar it spends — to be¬ 
gin a fiscal diet that would 
spread the unpleasantness 
widely. 

Instead, Congress and 
the White House did what 
they almost always do. At 
the last minute they down¬ 
sized their proposals, pro¬ 
tecting nearly every sector 
of society from serious 
pain. 

The accord leaves most 
government programs op¬ 
erating as usual, postpon¬ 
ing yet again the threat of 
serious reductions. 

Aside from the payroll 
tax increase, which drew 
little debate even though it 
affects almost all working

penalty. They called the 
death penalty “a risky, ar¬ 
bitrary, unfair, ineffective 
and costly distraction from 
justice,” and urged Ken¬ 
tucky to follow the lead of 
other states that have re¬ 
jected capital punishment. 

Kentucky has executed 
three people since the 
reinstatement of capital 
punishment in 1976, two 
by lethal injection and one 
in the electric chair. 

“If Kentuckians wanted 
to do away with the death 
penalty, they would elect 
legislators who run on a 
platform of doing away 
with it,” said Kenton Coun¬ 
ty Commonwealth’s Attor¬ 
ney Rob Sanders. “No one 
runs on that platform, not 
even the handful that file 
this legislation every year, 
because it doesn’t represent 
the views of most Kentuck¬ 
ians. The sad truth of our 
society is the death pen¬ 
alty is a necessary punish¬ 
ment for society’s most evil 
criminals. If, God forbid, 


Americans, the compro¬ 
mise will raise tax rates 
only on incomes above 
$450,000 for couples and 
$400,000 for individuals. 
That’s less than 1 percent 
of U.S. taxpayers. 

Obama had campaigned 
for thresholds of $200,000 
and $250,000. The fiscal 
cliff’s implementation 
would have made it nearly 
impossible for Republicans 
to stop him, if Democrats 
had held their ground. 


their spouse if married, 
untaxed income records, 
current business records 
and, if they are not a U.S. 
citizen, their alien reg¬ 
istration or permanent 
residency card.

Boone County Common¬ 
wealth’s Attorney Linda 
Tally Smith said most pros¬ 
ecutors want to the death 
penalty as an option for “the 
worst of the worst.” 

Smith declined to pre¬ 
dict how Rollins’ bill 
would fare. But she point¬ 
ed out that lawmakers al¬ 
ready have a busy agenda 
for a legislative session 
that’s scheduled to last 30 
days. They will attempt to 
reform the state’s pension 
system for government 
retirees, update the state’s 
tax code, and possibly 
deal with the politically 
divisive issue of redraw¬ 
ing boundary lines around 
legislative districts. 

“There are so many big 
items on their plate for this 
session that I personally 
would have a hard time 
seeing that they would 
devote that much time to 
(the death penalty),” Smith 
said. 


That might have pro¬ 
duced an ugly scene, rat¬ 
tled the financial markets 
and sparked even more 
partisan bitterness. But 
any step toward major def¬ 
icit-reduction will trigger 
anger, threats and genu¬ 
ine discomfort for people 
who receive government 
services or pay taxes. In 
other words, everyone. 

And such steps can 
ignite opposition from 
powerful interest groups, 


which always stand ready 
to give money to the cam¬ 
paign opponents of law¬ 
makers who displease 
them. The AARP, just as 
one example, used TV ads 
and other tactics through¬ 
out the fiscal cliff debate 
to warn elected officials 
not to touch Social Secu¬ 
rity and Medicare, even 
though those programs 
constitute a major portion 
of federal spending. 

Activists on the left and 


right said the new law 
doesn’t do nearly enough 
to tame the federal govern¬ 
ment’s borrowing habits. 
Rep. Darrell Issa, R-Calif., 
said Congress achieved 
nothing “other than the 
smallest finger in a dike 
that in fact has hundreds 
of holes in it.” 

AFL-CIO President 
Richard Trumka praised 
elements of the deal. But 
he said that in postpon¬ 
ing $1.2 trillion in spend¬ 
ing cuts over 10 years, and 
leaving the debt ceiling 
unresolved, it is “setting 
the stage for more fiscal 
blackmail.” 

To be sure, Obama and 
House Speaker John Boeh- 
ner flirted at times with a 
“grand bargain” that would 
include much larger tax in¬ 
creases and spending cuts 
than those in the newly en¬ 
acted law. And high-profile 
groups such as the Simp- 
son-Bowles commission 
also recommended tough 
combinations of tax hikes 
and spending cuts, calling 
them necessary even if po¬ 
litically unpopular. 

These ideas went no¬ 
where. 

Less than 12 hours after 
the House’s New Year’s 
Day vote for the fiscal 
compromise, renewed de¬ 
mands for deficit spending 


dominated the Capitol. 
Democrats and Republi¬ 
cans from New York and 
New Jersey blasted Boeh- 
ner for delaying legisla¬ 
tion that would provide 
$27 billion to $60 billion 
in federal aid to victims 
of Hurricane Sandy. The 
sums would be added to 
the deficit. 

It’s easy to defend us¬ 
ing public money to help 
Americans walloped by a 
vicious storm. And that’s 
the heart of the govern¬ 
ment’s inability, or un¬ 
willingness, to restrain its 
borrowing ways. 

Every federal dollar, and 
every federal program, has 
avid supporters who can 
defend their functions. 
And every sector can ex¬ 
plain why higher taxes 
would burden struggling 
people at the lower end, 
and “job creators” at the 
higher end. 

High levels of govern¬ 
ment service. Low levels 
of taxation. Big deficits to 
make up the difference. 
That’s what Americans 
have demanded and gotten 
from their federal govern¬ 
ment for years. 

The agreement by 
Obama and Congress to 
spare Americans the pain 
of a fiscal cliff is right in 
line with that tradition.

than 15 inches of snow on parts of the 
Midwest and East in recent weeks. 
Climatologists say it would take at 
least 8 feet of snow — and likely far 
more — to return the soil to its pre¬ 
drought condition in time for spring 
planting. A foot of snow is roughly 
equal to an inch of water, depending 
on density. 

Many areas are begging for mois¬ 
ture after a summer that caused wa¬ 
ter levels to fall to near-record lows 
on lakes Michigan and Huron. The 
Mississippi River has declined so 
much that barge traffic south of St. 
Louis could soon come to a halt. Out 
West, firefighters worry that a lack of 
snow will leave forests and fields like 
tinder come spring, risking a repeat 
of the wildfires that burned some 9.2 
million acres in 2012. 

Scores of cities that have already 
enacted water restrictions are think¬ 
ing about what they will do in 2013 if 
heavy snows and spring rains don’t 
materialize. 

For a while, it seemed no snow 
would come. Midwestern cities in¬ 
cluding Chicago, Milwaukee and 
Des Moines, Iowa, had their latest 
first snows on record. How much 
would it take to make things right? 

“An amount nobody would wish 
on their worst enemy,” said David 
Pearson, a National Weather Service 
hydrologist in Omaha, Neb. “It’s so 


out of this world it wouldn’t make 
much scientific sense (to guess). It 
would take a record-breaking snow¬ 
fall for the season to get us back on 
track.” 

That’s why Schwarz is worried 
about his 750 acres near Lexington in 
south-central Nebraska. To save his 
corn last summer, he pulled water 
from deep wells and other sources in 
his irrigation district, but the alfalfa 
he couldn’t irrigate died, something 
he’s never had happen before. 

The soil was so dry he didn’t even 
try to sow winter wheat, a crop that’s 
planted in the fall and goes dormant 
over winter, relying on snow as a 
protective blanket. 

“If we don’t get snow, we’d better 
get rain this spring or we’re done,” 
Schwarz said. 

The 150 inches — more than 12 feet 
— isn’t likely to materialize. That 
would be about four times the av¬ 
erage winter snowfall in Chicago, a 
city famous for its storms. Schwarz’s 
area usually gets about 29.5 inches of 
snow during the winter. As of Dec. 
27, it had just 6.5 inches. 

Even if a massive storm devel¬ 
oped, the temperature would have 
to be right for farmers to benefit. If 
snow melts on frozen ground, the 
water will run off into rivers and 
streams, instead of being absorbed 
into the soil. 

Runoff would be welcome in 
Sioux Falls, S.D., which was among 
countless communities that clamped 
down on water use last summer as 


rivers and lakes that supply power 
plants and households grew shal¬ 
lower. 

South Dakota’s biggest city im¬ 
posed its first water restrictions since 
2003 as the Big Sioux River, which 
recharges its aquifers, dropped. Ho¬ 
meowners were limited to watering 
lawns once a week. Washing outdoor 
surfaces like sidewalks, driveways 
and parking lots was banned. 

“This is the driest year in our 
town’s history since the early 1950s,” 
Mayor Mike Huether said as 2012 
drew to a close. 

With just 5 inches of snow and 
some rain so far this winter, the con¬ 
servation efforts will be back in place 
for 2013 “unless we get one heck of 
a snowfall and bust this drought,” 
Huether said. 

Western states rely on snow and 
ice that accumulate in the mountains 
during the winter for as much as 80 
percent of their freshwater for the 
year, according to the Department 
of Agriculture’s Natural Resources 
Conservation Service. The melting 
snowpack replenishes streams, riv¬ 
ers and reservoirs and provides wa¬ 
ter for cities and crops. 

Still, climatologists caution that it’s 
too early in the winter to give up hope. 

“We could be singing a different 
tune this winter if a storm system 
cooperates,” said Dave Robinson, a 
Rutgers University geography pro¬ 
fessor who’s also the New Jersey 
state climatologist. “Sometimes you 
get what you wish for.”

LEXINGTON - As Kentucky 
point guard Ryan Harrow 
continues to improve, so 
do the young Wildcats. 

Harrow, a sophomore, 
finished with 15 points, a 
season-best eight assists 
and four steals in a 90-38 
win over Eastern Michi¬ 
gan on Wednesday night 
in the Wildcats’ final non¬ 
conference game. 

Harrow’s season — his 
first eligible to play at Ken¬ 
tucky (9-4) after transfer¬ 
ring from North Carolina 
State — has been up and 
down. It began with a thud, 
with Harrow scoring no 
points in 10 minutes in 
the season opener against 
Maryland. 

He then missed the next 
four games, one with flu¬ 
like symptoms and the 
next three attending to an 
undisclosed family matter. 
When he returned to the 
team, Harrow said he had 


to work to rebuild rapport 
with his teammates. 

It took him four games 
to work back into the start¬ 
ing lineup. In four games 
since being re-inserted 
into the Wildcats’ starting 
five, Harrow has averaged 
17 points and 4.3 assists per 
game. In those four games, 
he has six turnovers as 
the team’s primary ball- 
handler. 

Harrow was 5 of 8 from 
the floor Wednesday, in¬ 
cluding a 4-of-5 perfor¬ 
mance from 3-point range. 

Kentucky coach John 
Calipari said he’s pleased 
with his point guard’s con¬ 
tinued development, and 
he was particularly happy 
with Harrow’s efforts on 
defense. 

“Wow, how about that 
today? It wasn’t even the 
steals,” Calipari said. 
“He played, he compet¬ 
ed, he battled, and he got

Russ Smith came off the 
bench to score 23 points 
and Louisville shot 63 
percent in the second half 
to run away from Provi¬ 
dence 80-62.

50 percent and the fourth 
straight game they have 
converted at least 48 per¬ 
cent of their attempts.

10 in Rhode Island. 

“We’re continuing to 
win with offense,” Lou¬ 
isville coach Rick Pitino 
said. “Once our defense 
catches up with our of¬ 
fense, we have a chance to 
be a special team.” 

The Cardinals were 
pretty stout defending the 
Friars, scoring 27 points 
offl6 turnovers. Louisville 
had 10 steals, compared to 
just one for Providence. 

The Cardinals’ payoff

“To be able to announce 
Jeff Brohm and Nick Holt 
as our two coordinators 
makes this a very, very 
good day for me,” said 
Petrino, hired Dec. 10 to 
replace Willie Taggart af¬ 
ter he left to become head 
coach at South Florida. 

The hires round out 
Petrino’s staff. He an¬ 
nounced the hiring of 
seven position coaches on 
Tuesday. 

Brohm, who will also 
have the titles of assistant 
head coach and quarter¬ 
backs coach, comes to 
WKU after serving last 
season as Alabama-Bir- 
mingham’s offensive coor¬ 
dinator and quarterbacks 
coach. He also served as 
Petrino’s quarterbacks 
coach at Louisville from 
2003-06. 

Brohm’s younger 
brother, Brian, threw for 
a school-record 30 touch¬ 
downs in 2007 when Jeff 
served as the Cardinals’ 
assistant head coach and 
passing game coordinator. 

“I have a past with coach 
Petrino,” Brohm said. “I 
have a great deal of respect 
for his ability as a coach, 
what he believes in. ... I 
wanted to get a chance to 
get back and work with 
him.” 

Petrino said he’ll handle 
offensive game day play¬ 
calling duties himself, but 
Brohm will have major in¬ 
put during the week. 

Holt joins the Hilltop¬ 
pers after a year as Arkan¬ 
sas’ on-campus recruiting 
coordinator. He was defen¬ 
sive coordinator at Wash¬ 
ington from 2009-11 and 
Southern California from 
2006-08, and Idaho’s head 
coach from 2004-05.

Lewis will retire following playoffs 

■ Ravens star wants to watch sons play football

INDIANAPOLIS - Andrew 
Luck spent his rookie sea¬ 
son dealing with the harsh 
realities of the NFL. 

The hand-picked suc¬ 
cessor to Peyton Manning 
took the hard knocks with 
a smile, dusted himself off 
and emerged as the tough, 
talented competitor In¬ 
dianapolis coaches and 
scouts expected when they 
drafted him with the No. 1 
overall pick. 

“We know how tough he 
is from a mental perspec¬ 
tive. He’s going to study. 
He’s going to prepare. We 
know that,” coach Chuck 
Pagano said Wednesday. 
“He’s unflappable, noth¬ 
ing bothers him.” 

Not the 41 sacks, not the 
late hits, not the dropped 
balls, not even the 18 in¬ 
terceptions. Luck has ad¬ 
justed. 

Despite completing 
less than 50 percent of his 
passes over the past three 
weeks, he has avoided 
throwing an interception 
in any of those games. 
He heads into his playoff 
debut with five wins in 
his last six games and a 
season-long streak of 105 
consecutive passes with-

Luck won more games 
than any quarterback 
taken No. 1 in football’s 
modern draft era. He tied 
an NFL record by lead¬ 
ing Indianapolis to seven 
fourth-quarter wins. He 
presided over a nine-game 
turnaround from 2011 on a 
team that many expected

than Manning (71.2) or 
John Unitas (74.0) in their 
rookie seasons. 

And Luck did all that 
with six receivers who 
had never lined up with 
the Colts until Septem¬ 
ber, despite the pressure 
of replacing Manning and 
during a season in which 
his offensive coordinator 
spent 12 weeks as the in¬ 
terim head coach before 
returning last week. 

Luck never allowed any

Florida State revels 
in consolation prize

MIAMI - Laughing and 
mugging for the cameras, 
the Florida State Semi¬ 
noles happily hoisted the 
Orange Bowl trophy as a 
consolation prize, their 
disappointment about fail¬ 
ing to reach the national 
championship game all 
but forgotten. 

They figure next season 
will be different. 

Smothering defense 
and two breakaway runs 
by senior fullback Lonnie 
Pryor helped Florida State 
beat Northern Illinois 31- 
10 Tuesday night. 

The victory was the first 
for the Seminoles (12-2) in 
a BCS bowl since the glory 
days of 2000, when they 
beat Virginia Tech for the 
national title. 

After the game, coach 
Jimbo Fisher’s players 
wore T-shirts that read, 
“Florida Statement.” 

“We’re knocking on the 
door,” Fisher said. “We 
feel very confident about 
where we’re going and 
what we’re doing. We’ve 
laid a great foundation 
here, and there’s a great 
team coming back.” 

While Fisher’s roster is 
loaded with underclass¬ 
men, two seniors shone in 
the season finale. Pryor, 
voted the game’s outstand¬ 


ing player, ran for a career- 
high 134 yards and two 
scores in only five carries, 
while classmate EJ Manuel 
threw for 291 yards. 

“We wanted to leave a 
legacy and change the cul¬ 
ture in what we do here,” 
Manuel said. “You’re reap¬ 
ing the benefits right now.” 

Junior defensive end 
Bjoern Werner — who has 
yet to announce whether 
he’ll turn pro this year — 
led a swarming defense 
that stuffed Huskies QB 
and all-purpose threat 
Jordan Lynch for most of 
the night. 

Florida State cornerback 
Xavier Rhodes recovered a 
fumble in the fourth quar¬ 


ter to help seal the win. He 
said he’ll forgo his senior 
season and join the NFL 
this year. 

The 13th-ranked Semi¬ 
noles won a bowl game for 
the fifth straight season, but 
the stakes were higher this 
time. It was their first BCS 
bowl berth in seven years. 

“It’s not the national 
championship, but right 
below,” Werner said. “Not 
a lot of teams can say that.” 

The 12-victory season 
was the first since 1999 for 
the Seminoles, the Atlantic 
Coast Conference champi¬ 
ons. 

“Florida State is almost 
back,” safety Lamarcus 
Joyner said. 
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Once BCS title contenders,

SCOTTSDALE, Ariz. - Kansas 
State and Oregon were in 
perfect position at the start 
of Nov. 17, Nos. 1 and 2 in 
the BCS standings, seem¬ 
ingly on a crash course to¬ 
ward the national champi¬ 
onship game. 

By day’s end, the Wild¬ 
cats had been run over by 
Baylor, the Ducks lost a 
heartbreaker to Stanford 
and both of their national 
title hopes were all but 
gone. 

Disappointing? Cer¬ 
tainly. Every team goes 
into the season hoping to 
play for a national cham¬ 
pionship and to have it 
snatched away so late in 


the season is unquestion¬ 
ably a letdown. 

Unlike many teams in 
college football, Kansas 
State and Oregon ended 
up with a nice consolation 
prize: A trip to the Valley 
of the Sun to face each in 
the Fiesta Bowl. 

“This game could have 
been for the national 
championship,” Oregon 
linebacker Boseko Lokom- 
bo said. “A couple weeks 
ago, that’s where we were 
both headed.” 

They’re headed to the 
desert instead, setting up 
one of the most anticipated 
games this bowl season. 

A year ago, the Fiesta 
Bowl hit it big with Okla¬ 
homa State and Stanford, 
two high-profile programs 


that didn’t disappoint, put¬ 
ting on an offensive show 
won by the Cowboys 41-38 
in overtime. 

This year’s game, to¬ 
night at University of 
Phoenix Stadium, has the 
potential to be even better. 

Oregon (11-1) is in its 
fourth straight BCS bowl 
game under coach Chip 
Kelly, following a trip to 
the 2011 BCS champion¬ 
ship game and two Rose 
Bowls, including the pro¬ 
gram’s first win in the 
Granddaddy of Them All 
in 95 years last season. 

The Ducks fly fast, over¬ 
whelming opponents with 
where-did-they-all-come- 
from speed, their touch¬ 
down drives measured not 
in minutes but seconds. 
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Badgers, Alvarez made best of bad situation 


Loyalty being what it 
is these days in college 
football, you didn’t know 
whether to be happy or sad 
to see Barry Alvarez back 
on the Wisconsin sideline 
seven years after he left 
coaching to become the 
Badgers’ athletic director. 

Wisconsin was one of 
two schools playing Tues¬ 
day — Northern Illinois 
was the other — whose 
head coach bailed out on 
the team between the end 
of the regular season and a 
bowl game. That’s becom¬ 
ing such a regular occur¬ 
rence, even when big-time 
BCS bowls like the Rose 
and Orange are involved, 
that it hardly qualifies as 
news. At least a half-dozen 
other teams found them¬ 
selves in the same position 
during the current bowl 
season, and five more had 
to make do without one of 
their coordinators in the 
fold, which can be every 
bit as disruptive. 

We even have a repeat 
offender this time around: 
Butch Jones, who left Cin¬ 
cinnati on Dec. 7 — a day 
after promising the ath¬ 
letic director he would 
return — to take the head¬ 
coaching job at Tennes¬ 
see. He did the same thing 
to Central Michigan two 
years ago, and in both 
cases left the bowl mop- 
up work to assistant Steve 
Stripling, who followed 
Jones to Cincinnati and is 
already set to join his new 
staff at Tennessee. Nobody 
gets mad at shenanigans 
like that anymore, espe¬ 
cially when the coach, like 
Jones, is an up-and-comer. 



There’s too much money at 
stake now for either side to 
take it personally. 

Even so, a few things 
made the Swap-O-Rama 
at Wisconsin more inter¬ 
esting than most. First off, 
running a Big 10 program 
used to be viewed as a 
destination job, but when 
Bret Bielema traded the 
Badgers for the Arkansas 
Razorbacks and the South¬ 
eastern Conference, it re¬ 
inforced the perception 
that for any coach with 
serious championship am¬ 
bitions, the SEC is the only 
place to be. Second, even 
though six of Bielema’s as¬ 
sistants have already lined 
up jobs elsewhere next 
season, they all decided 
to work the Rose Bowl 
alongside Alvarez, which 
only seemed fair consid¬ 
ering how well he treated 
every one of them in the 
past. And then there was 
Alvarez himself. 

The Wisconsin seniors 
essentially “drafted” him 
after Bielema ditched 
them, and sweet as it was 
that he agreed to come out 
of retirement for this one 
game, his motives weren’t 
entirely charitable. Al¬ 
varez makes $1 million a 
year as AD, and his deal 
includes a $118,000 bonus 
for coaching in the Rose 


and $50,000 more for win¬ 
ning it. 

Even though Wisconsin 
lost 20-14, most still looked 
at the temporary measure 
as money well spent. 

“I think it served as a 
unifying factor,” junior 
linebacker Chris Borland 
said. “Not that this team 
would ever experience 
any dissension, we’ve got 
a bunch of character guys. 
But to have Coach Alva¬ 
rez come back ... I think 
it calmed guys’ nerves. 
Initially, I think there was 
a little anxiety about the 
situation, at least from the 
younger guys, and to have 
Coach Alvarez step back 
and come back and coach, 
it brought everybody to¬ 
gether.” 

For his part, Alva¬ 
rez said the seven years 
watching games from 
a booth upstairs hadn’t 
dulled his competitive in¬ 
stincts, even though the 
loss snapped his personal 
3-0 Rose Bowl streak. 

An interception by 
Stanford’s Usua Amanam 
as Wisconsin was driv¬ 
ing late also ensured the 
Badgers a third consecu¬ 
tive heartbreaking loss in 
Pasadena. 

“You know what? Ev¬ 
ery game we had out here 
was very competitive,” he 
said. “We were fortunate 
to come out on top in my 
(previous) games. This 
game, the only thing that’s 
different than the other 
teams that I coached is 
somehow we found a way 
to win, and we weren’t for¬ 
tunate enough to get a win 
today.”

Wendy’s moves past ‘99 cents’ with new value menu

NEW YORK- Wendy’s no longer 
thinks a hamburger has to be 99 
cents to be a deal. 

The fast-food company known 
for its Frosty shakes and square 
burgers has replaced its 99-cent 
value menu with a beefed up ar¬ 
ray of options called “Right Price 
Right Size,” with items ranging 
from 99 cents to $1.99. At a time 
when costs for meat, cheese and 
other ingredients are rising, the 
revamped menu is intended to 
give budget-minded diners more 
options, while giving Wendy’s 
more flexibility on pricing. 


The switch to the “Right Price 
Right Size” value menu reflects 
the cost pressures facing fast- 
food chains. Burger King and 
McDonald’s have already moved 
past the $1 price point, offering 
tiered value menus that go up to 
around $2. 

When it was introduced a de¬ 
cade ago, for example, McDon¬ 
ald’s Dollar Menu included the 
Big 'N Tasty burger made with a 
quarter-pound beef patty. But the 
Dollar Menu has gradually got¬ 
ten skimpier, with small fries be¬ 
ing taken off the roster last year. 

To ensure the profitability of 
its new value menu, Wendy’s 


tinkered with the lineup and in 
some cases raised prices. The Ju¬ 
nior Cheeseburger Deluxe now 
costs $1.19, instead of 99 cents. 
And for 99 cents, customers now 
get four chicken nuggets, instead 
of five. The plain Junior Cheese¬ 
burger, which had been taken off 
the menu, is back at 99 cents. 

In all, there are now seven 
items that cost 99 cents on the 
new value menu, down from 
nine. 

Although items on value 
menus tend to be less profitable, 
they play an important role in 
attracting customers who often 
end up spending more on other 


items. In testing over the past 
year, the “Right Price Right Size” 
menu not only boosted customer 
traffic, but also increased the av¬ 
erage check size, said Craig Bah- 
ner, chief marketing officer The 
Wendy’s Co. 

“It grew because those cus¬ 
tomers tend to buy multiple prod¬ 
ucts,” Bahner said, noting that 
the “vast majority” of customers 
who ordered off the value menu 
bought items from the regular 
menu as well. 

Wendy’s isn’t the only chain 
to tinker with its value offerings. 
McDonald’s last year introduced 
its “Extra Value Menu,” which of¬ 


fers items closer to the $2 price 
range. But after sales flagged, 
the company quickly went back 
to touting the Dollar Menu in 
advertising, noting that custom¬ 
ers are focused on value in the 
uncertain economy. 

Howard Penney, a restaurant 
analyst for Hedgeye Risk Man¬ 
agement, said McDonald’s re¬ 
turn to the Dollar Menu “doesn’t 
make sense” in terms of profit¬ 
ability at a time when beef prices 
continue to climb. But he noted 
that Wendy’s needs to empha¬ 
size on value to stay competitive. 

“They have to respond. They 
can’t just ignore it,” Penney said.

DETROIT - A healthier 
economy and more model 
introductions should push 
U.S. auto sales above the 
15 million mark this year, 
predicts an auto industry 
research firm. 

The Polk research firm 
says auto sales should con¬ 
tinue to lead the country’s 
economic recovery, rising 
nearly 7 percent over 2012 
to 15.3 million new vehicle 
registrations. 

Automakers release De¬ 
cember and full-year sales 
for 2012 today. Analysts 
think sales reached 14.5 mil¬ 
lion last year, the strongest 
performance since 2007 — 
just before Americans felt 
the impact of the recession. 
Sales of more than 15 mil¬ 
lion are considered a sign 
of health for the auto indus¬ 
try and the economy, many 


analysts say. 

Polk does not expect 
pre-recession sales levels 
of 17 million for several 
more years, Anthony Pratt, 
Polk’s forecasting direc¬ 
tor for the Americas, said 
Wednesday. 

Polk expects 43 new 
models to be introduced 
this year, up 50 percent 
from last year. New mod¬ 
els usually boost sales. 
The company also predicts 
a rebound in sales of large 
pickups and midsize cars. 

Polk predicted a hand¬ 
ful of other trends for 2013. 
Sales will grow for big 
pickup trucks, which are 
very profitable for auto¬ 
makers. Demand has been 
depressed for five years 
due to the weak economy, 
but should get a lift in 
2013 thanks to redesigned 
trucks from GM, Toyota 
and Ford.

Benchmark crude for February deliv¬ 
ery rose $1.30 to finish the first trading 
day of the year at $93.12 a barrel. It went 
as high as $93.87 a barrel earlier in the 
session. 

Precious metals also rose broadly. 
Gold gained $13 to $1,688.80 an ounce, an 
increase of nearly 1 percent. Silver rose 
even more. The March contract jumped 
78 cents to $31,007 an ounce, a rise of 2.6 
percent. 


April platinum increased $25.60 to 
$1,568 an ounce. March palladium rose 
$4.60 to $707.95 an ounce. 

Agricultural futures mostly fell. Wheat

Stocks soar on budget deal; problems remain

NEW YORK - The “fiscal cliff” com¬ 
promise, even with all its chaos, con¬ 
troversy and unresolved questions, 
was enough to ignite the stock mar¬ 
ket on Wednesday, the first trading 
day of the new year. 

The Dow Jones industrial average 
careened more than 300 points high¬ 
er, its biggest gain since December 
2011. It’s now just 5 percent below its 
record high close reached in Octo¬ 
ber 2007. The Russell 2000, an index 
that tracks smaller companies, shot 
up to the highest close in its history. 

The reverie multiplied across the 
globe, with stock indexes throughout 
Europe and Asia leaping higher. A 
leading British index, the FTSE100, 
closed above 6,000 for the first time 
since July 2011. 

In the U.S., the rally was extraor¬ 
dinarily broad. For every stock that 
fell on the New York Stock Exchange, 
roughly 10 rose. Technology stocks 
rose the most. U.S. government bond 
prices fell sharply as investors pulled 
money out of safe-harbor invest¬ 
ments. And the VIX, an index that 


measures investors’ expectations 
of future market volatility, plunged 
more than 18 percent to 14.68, the 
lowest close since October. 

The very last week of each year 
and the first two days of the new year 
usually average out to a gain for U.S. 
stocks. But this year stood out. From 
2008 to 2012, the Dow rose an aver¬ 
age of 93 points on the first trading 
day of the year, less than a third of 
Wednesday’s gain of308.41. During 
that period the Dow fell on the first 
trading day of the year only once, 
in 2008. 

Despite the euphoria, many in¬ 
vestors remained cautious. The 
deal that politicians hammered out 
merely postpones the country’s bud¬ 
get reckoning, they said, rather than 
averting it. 

The Dow enjoyed big gains 
throughout the day, up by more 
than 200 points within minutes of 
the opening bell. It swelled even big¬ 
ger in the final half hour of trading, 
and closed up 2.4 percent to 13,412.55. 

The Standard & Poor’s 500 
jumped 36.23, or 2.5 percent, to 
1,462.42. The Nasdaq rose 92.75, or 


3.1 percent, to 3,112.26. 

The yield on the 10-year Treasury 
note rose sharply, to 1.84 percent 
from 1.75 percent. Prices for oil and 
key metals were up. The price of 
copper, which can be a gauge of how 
investors feel about manufacturing, 
rose 2.3 percent. 

The gains persisted despite small 
reminders that there are still seri¬ 
ous problems punctuating the world 
economy, like middling growth in 
the U.S. and the still-unsolved Eu¬ 
ropean debt crisis. The government 
reported that U.S. builders spent less 
on construction projects in Novem¬ 
ber, the first decline in eight months. 
And the president of debt-wracked 
Cyprus said he’d refuse to sell gov¬ 
ernment-owned companies, a provi¬ 
sion that the country’s bailout deal 
says it must at least consider. 

Among stocks making big moves, 
Zipcar shot up 48 percent, rising 
$3.94 to $12.18, after the company 
said it would sell itself to Avis. Avis 
rose 95 cents to $20.77, or 5 percent. 

Marriott rose 4 percent, up $1.52 
to $38.79, after SunTrust analysts 
upgraded the stock to “buy.” 


Kentucky coal mine 
fatalities down 

FRANKFORT - The number 
of coal miners killed on the 
job in Kentucky fell to four 
in 2012, down from eight 
the previous year when 
the state led the nation in 
fatalities. 

Kentucky Coal Associa¬ 
tion President Bill Bissett 
said Monday the industry 
is making progress in pro¬ 
tecting miners. But he said 
there clearly remains work 
to be done. 

Nationwide, 19 coal 
miners were killed on the 
job in 2012, the second 
lowest count since the 
federal government began 
keeping records more than 
a century ago. 

West Virginia led the 
nation in 2012 with seven 
coal fatalities. Kentucky 
was second. Alabama was 
third with two. Colorado, 
Illinois, Indiana, Ohio, 
Tennessee and Virginia 
each had one. 

Federal enforcement 
keys mine closing 

DEANE, Ky. - A southeast¬ 
ern Kentucky mine has 
halted production after 
federal inspectors issued 
orders that closed the en¬ 
tire underground portion 
of the mine. 

Inspectors with the U.S. 
Mine Safety and Health 
Administration visited 
TRC Mining Corp.’s No. 
2 mine in Letcher County 
on Nov. 27 and issued 23 
citations and seven orders. 


Mine operators changed 
the mine’s status to non¬ 
producing and submitted a 
plan to remove equipment 
from the mine after the 
inspections. The Moun¬ 
tain Eagle in Whitesburg 
reports that the mine em¬ 
ployed 33 and produced 
120,000 tons of coal in 
2011. 

The No. 2 mine was 
cited for ventilation prob¬ 
lems, inadequate roof sup¬ 
port, accumulations of 
combustible material in 
the mine and other prob¬ 
lems. 

Mercedes dealership 
proposed in N.Ky. 

FORT MITCHELL- An auto- 
motive group is proposing 
to put a Mercedes-Benz 
dealership at the site of a 
defunct motel in northern 
Kentucky that was known 
for its cheap rooms. 

Ben Dusing, an attor¬ 
ney whose firm is general 
counsel for Ohio-based 
Collection Auto Group, 
told The Kentucky En¬ 
quirer that the company 
will ask officials in Fort 
Mitchell for a zoning 
amendment. If the request 
is approved, Dusing said 
the dealership could open 
by Aug. 1. 

The newspaper reports 
it would be the first Mer¬ 
cedes-Benz dealership in 
northern Kentucky. The 
state has four others: one 
each in Ashland, Bowling 
Green, Lexington and Lou¬ 
isville.

Annual Texas bird counts gives 
scientists clues to changing climate

MAD ISLAND, Texas — Armed 
with flashlights, record¬ 
ings of bird calls, a small 
notebook and a stash of 
candy bars, scientist Rich 
Kostecke embarked on an 
annual 24-hour Christ¬ 
mastime count of birds 
along the Texas Gulf 
Coast. 

Yellow rail. Barn owl. 
Bittern. Crested Cara- 
Cara. Kostecke rattled off 
the names and scribbled 
them in his notebook. 

His data, along with 
that from more than 50 
other volunteers spread 
out into six groups across 
the 7,000-acre Mad Is¬ 
land preserve, will be 
analyzed regionally and 
then added to a database 
with the results of more 
than 2,200 other bird 
counts going on from 
mid-December to Satur¬ 
day across the Western 
Hemisphere. 

The count began in 
1900 as a National Audu¬ 
bon Society protest of 
holiday hunts that left 
piles of bird and animal 
carcasses littered across 
the country. 

It now helps scientists 
understand how birds re¬ 
act to short-term weather 
events and may provide 
clues as to how they will 
adapt as temperatures 
rise and climate changes. 

“Learning the changes 
of habit in drought could 
help us know what will 
happen as it gets warmer 
and drier,” said Kostecke, 
a bird expert and associ¬ 
ate director of conser¬ 
vation, research and 
planning at the Nature 
Conservancy in Texas. 

Scientists saw birds 
change their habits dur¬ 
ing last year’s historic 
drought that parched 
most of Texas. Some 
birds that normally win¬ 
ter on the coast — such 
as endangered whooping 
cranes — arrived and im¬ 
mediately turned back 
when they couldn’t find 
enough food. Other birds 
didn’t even bother flying 
to the coast. Snowy owls, 
who sometimes migrate 
from the Arctic to Mon¬ 
tana, suddenly showed up 
as far south as Texas. 

There has been some 
rain this year, but Texas 
still hasn’t fully recov¬ 
ered from the drought 
and many areas remain 
unusually dry. Wet¬ 
lands, a crucial bird 
habitat, have been dam¬ 
aged. Trees and brush are 
dead or brown. There are 
fewer flooded rice fields, 
prime foraging grounds 
for birds. And sandhill 
cranes, for the second 
winter in a row, are stay¬ 
ing in Nebraska. 

An initial report on the

24-hour count that began 
midnight Monday, Dec. 
24, and ended midnight 
Tuesday, Dec. 25, in¬ 
cluded 233 different spe¬ 
cies — a drop of 11 from 
last year when 244 were 
counted on Mad Island. 
While the area likely still 
has one of the United 
States’ most diverse bird 
populations, the species 
that were missing raise 
questions. 

Where are the wild 
turkeys? Why were no 
black rails found? What 
about fox sparrows and 
the 13 other species that 
are commonly counted 
on the preserve? Where 
have they gone? 

“There are several 
possibilities,” Kostecke 
surmised. “Conditions 
may be better in the east, 
like Louisiana. Some may 
still be north, because it’s 
been mild, and they tend 
to follow the freeze line.” 

With weather in the 
north still relatively 
warm, some birds might 
choose to stay put and 
conserve energy for the 
nesting season, Kostecke 
added. 

Similar changes in 
bird behavior could be 
seen this year in the 
Midwest and parts of the 
South, areas that have 
been gripped by a mas¬ 
sive drought that cov¬ 


ered two-thirds of the 
nation at its height. The 
drought’s severity is un¬ 
usual, but scientists warn 
that such weather could 
become more common 
with global warming. 
Birds — as well as other 
animals — will have to 
adapt, and the data col¬ 
lected in the Christmas 
count gives crucial in¬ 
sight on how they might 
do that. 

The dataset is nota¬ 
ble for its size and the 
decades that it covers. 
Along with showing how 
birds adapt to climate 
change, it reveals the 
impact of environmental 
changes, such as habitat 
loss, which has contrib¬ 
uted to a 40 percent de¬ 
cline in bird numbers 
during the past 40 years, 
said Gary Langham, vice 
president and chief sci¬ 
entist for the National 
Audubon Society. 

“We’ve converted the 
landscape dramatically, 
and then you add cli¬ 
mate change to the mix... 
and the results are more 
alarming,” Langham said. 

Scientists have used 
the data to predict bird 
populations and behavior 
in 2020, 2050 and 2080. 
They also could use it 
to advance conservation 
work or calls for emer¬ 
gency action, he said. 

Birds, though, are only 
one part of an ecosys¬ 
tem. As they move from 
place to place, they en¬ 
counter new predators 
and species that may be 
competing for the same 
food. Vegetation also is 
changing as the Earth 
warms and some areas 
become more drought- 
prone. What happens as 
all these changes take 
place? 

“It’s the million dollar 
question. When you have 
that kind of ecological 
disruption, no one knows

Today is Thursday, Jan. 3, the third 
day of 2013. There are 362 days left in 
the year. 

Today’s highlight in history: 

On Jan. 3,1938, the March of Dimes 
campaign to fight polio was estab¬ 
lished by President Franklin D. Roos¬ 
evelt, who himself had been afflicted 
with the crippling disease. 

On this date: 

In 1521, Martin Luther was excom¬ 
municated from the Roman Catholic 
Church by Pope Leo X. 

In 1911, the first postal savings 
banks were opened by the U.S. Post 
Office. (The banks were abolished in 
1966.) 

In 1961, President Dwight D. Eisen¬ 
hower announced the United States 
was formally terminating diplomatic 
and consular relations with Cuba. 

In 1967, Jack Ruby, the man who 
shot and killed accused presidential 
assassin Lee Harvey Oswald, died in a 
Dallas hospital. 

In 1980, conservationist Joy Ad¬ 
amson, author of “Born Free,” was 
killed in northern Kenya by a former 
employee. 

Ten years ago: David Westerfield, 
the man who’d kidnapped and mur¬ 
dered 7-year-old neighbor Danielle 
van Dam, was sentenced to death by a 
judge in San Diego. 

Five years ago: After nearly 27 years 
in prison, Texas inmate Charles Chat¬ 
man was set free by a judge because 
of new DNA evidence showing he’d 
been wrongly convicted of rape. Pop 
star Britney Spears was hospitalized 
after a child custody dispute with ex- 
husband Kevin Federline resulted in 
an hours-long standoff with police.
